Library roof, school boilers need replacing 


Mayor wants to use free cash for renovations

trons may notice some wall and

Ringing in the Christmas season with a kettle

Christmas is the season of giving 
— and in case you needed remind¬ 
ing, you’ll probably see a Salvation 
Army bell ringer outside the su¬ 
permarket this week. This week we 
spoke with one of the people who 
stands outside in winter weather to 
raise money for the needy. 

Q: How did you become a bell ringer? 

A: “I was looking for work, I saw 
an ad in the paper and they hired 
me. I figured it’s a good job to keep 
because I can do it when I retire, 
I can do it every year as long as 
they’ll have me.” 

Q: What’s the experience been like? 

A: “It’s been great. People have 
been very nice, they’re very gener¬ 
ous not only to the Salvation Army, 
but to me as well. They see me 
standing here and they’ll bring me 
soup, hot coffee, muffins, or they’ll 
even ask if I want anything. People 
are really supportive.” 

Q: Do you find this job rewarding or is it 
like any other job? 

A: “[The Salvation Army] just 
does so much good for everybody. 
They just help anybody. It makes 
you feel good that you’re doing 
something to help so many people.” 

Q: Throughout the season, do you see 
the same people coming by and donat¬ 
ing multiple times? 

A: “Yes, that happens a lot. The 
people will give you $5 or $10 and 
say, ‘You’re set for the season.’ They 
remember me from last year. It is 
fun.” 

Q: You must get to recognize quite a few 
people, then, yes? 

A: “Yes, you do. You really do. 
Some people will ask can I bring 
you something. It’s always very 
nice. I always say no, but it’s very 
nice of them to ask.” 

Q: What’s the typical weekly schedule 
like for time commitments? 

A: “Depends on how busy I think 
it’s going to be. Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday might be 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m. Weekends might be 9 a.m. to 
6 p.m. Sunday is the only day we 
don’t go out.” 

Q: How long does the season go for? 

A: “They try to start the week of 


Thanksgiving and then the last day 
is Christmas Eve.” 

Q: As a bell ringer, you’re out in all kinds 
of weather. Are there times where you 
don’t come out? 

A: “Yes. If it’s too bad they will 
come and get you. If it’s below 0 
they won’t even come out. It’s been 
good so far. I think they only came 
to pick us up early once last year 
because it was so cold.” 

Q: What happens to the money in the 
kettle? 

A: “It all goes to the Army and 
they figure out where to send it, 
how to help.” 

Q: What happens if the kettle gets com¬ 
pletely filled up? 

A: “If it got so bad that they 
couldn’t put more money in it, I 
would call the Salvation Army and 
they’d come change the pot for me, 
but that hasn’t happened.” 


Q: Where are there Salvation Army 
buckets in Agawam? 

A: “Geissler’s and this Stop and 
Shop are the only ones I know of in 
Agawam.” 

Q: How does Agawam compare to West 
Springfield for donations? 

A: “Pretty even, even though 
Riverdale Road you think would be 
busier. People definitely seem more 
generous in Agawam.” 

Q: Do you spend time in town outside of 
your shift hours? 

A: “I’m pretty much only here for 
the bell ringing.” 

Q: What did you do before retiring? 

A: “I was a waitress for 20 years.” 

Q: Do you enjoy bell ringing more than 
waiting? 

A: “Yeah.” 

Q: Six days a week doesn’t leave a lot 
of free time, but what do you like to do

Firefighters cited as part of rescue team 


Three Agawam firefighters were 
among those who received a group 
award for meritorious conduct at 
the Massachusetts Firefighter of 
the Year Awards held Nov. 20 in 
Worcester. 

Firefighters Thomas Balardi- 
ni, Robert LaFrance and Robert 
Pensivy, all of whom serve in the 
Agawam Fire Department, were 
cited as members of the Western 
Massachusetts Technical Res¬ 
cue Team, which participated in 
a five-day recovery operation in 


July 2017. The rescue team, which 
includes members of several area 
fire departments, was honored 
for its work to recover the re¬ 
mains of a man who had fallen 
from an 80-foot drop at Bish Bash 
Falls in a remote area of Mount 
Washington State Forest. 

According to the state Depart¬ 
ment of Fire Services, the team 
used high-angle and swift-wa¬ 
ter rescue techniques, aided by a 
low-angle rescue team from New 
York and underwater cameras to 


search for and eventually find the 
dead hiker’s body. 

A technically complicated re¬ 
covery plan that included diverting 
the water was made that involved 
permissions from many agencies, 
but when the family was notified 
of the recovery plan, they request¬ 
ed that no further efforts take 
place. All active recovery efforts 
were suspended. Department of 
Conservation staff later recovered 
the body after it became dislodged 
naturally and caught in netting.

The Agawam Fire Department 
and the town of Agawam have an¬ 
nounced the unveiling of the two 
newest pieces of fire apparatus. 
An official unveiling and appara¬ 
tus blessing ceremony will be held 
at 10 a.m.

All are welcome 
to attend the ceremony and tour 
the new apparatus. 

The two Pierce Enforcer en¬ 
gines are a product of weeks of 
careful design and specification by 
Agawam firefighters and months 
of construction at the Pierce Man¬ 
ufacturing plant in Appleton, Wis. 
They will service the town for more 
than 20 years. One will be stationed 
at Fire Headquarters on Main 
Street and the other at Station 2 at 
1200 Springfield St. The two new 
apparatus will be replacing a pair 
of 1996 Pierce Saber engines.

The real meaning of Advent 


OUR VIEW 

Be fire smart 
this holiday 
season 

I t’s beginning to look a lot like Christ¬ 
mas, prompting fire officials to issue 
a holiday safety reminder to residents 
eager to deck their halls. 

Although Christmas tree fires are rare 
these days, they are very serious when 
they do occur. According to the U.S. 
Fire Administration, one-third of home 
Christmas fires are caused by electrical 
problems, and one-quarter start when 
the tree is placed too close to a heat 
source. 

State Fire Marshal Peter J. Ostroskey 
said the best way to prevent a Christ¬ 
mas tree fire is to water it well every day, 
place it well away from heat sources, and 
dispose of it soon after the holiday. 

And make sure you don’t block your 
second way out of a room in case of emer¬ 
gency. Santa maybe able to escape up the 
chimney, but you’ll need two clear path¬ 
ways out of each room, Ostroskey says. 

Turning off the tree when leaving 
the house or going to sleep is also rec¬ 
ommended. Ostroskey suggests using a 
timer so you won’t forget. 

The U.S. Fire Administration website 
has a stunning video from the Nation¬ 
al Institute of Standards and Training 
(NIST) illustrating how a dry Christmas 
tree can act like a blowtorch in your liv¬ 
ing room. The National Fire Protection 
Association features a side-by-side vid¬ 
eo showing a dry Christmas tree and a 
well-watered Christmas tree on fire. The 
fire in a well-watered tree takes much 
longer to progress. 

The state fire marshal offers these 
tips for safe use of outdoor lights: 

• Be sure to use only lights rated for 
outdoor use 

• Consider replacing older outdoor 
lights with newer LED lights that are 
“greener” and cooler. 

• Use electrical connection protectors 
to keep water out. 

• All outdoor electrical decorations 
should be plugged into a ground-fault 
circuit interrupter (GFCI). You can buy 
portable units for outdoor use, or you 
can have them permanently installed by 
an electrician. 

• Don’t overload circuits. 15 amp cir¬ 
cuits support 1,800 watts and 20 amp 
circuits support 2,400 watts. 

Aside from decorating, be sure that 
your smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarms are in good working order and 
review your home escape plan with fam¬ 
ily and guests. 

With Advent starting this weekend 
and Hanukkah also approaching, many 
families will be burning candles next 
month—perhaps for the first time since 
last year. Remember: 

• Around each candle, keep a one-foot 
circle clear of anything that can burn. 

• Before you leave a room or the 
house, blow out candles. Never leave 
candles burning unattended. Always ex¬ 
tinguish candles after use. 

• Use a non-combustible saucer or 
candle holder. 

• Keep candles, matches and lighters 
out of reach of children and pets. 

• To be safe, consider using flame¬ 
less candles. Have flashlights and bat¬ 
tery-powered lighting ready to use during 
a power outage instead of candles.

N ow that Thanksgiving is behind us and De¬ 
cember is beginning, the Christmas season 
is in full swing. People are sending and re¬ 
ceiving cards, going to parties, and buying gifts. 
The frenzy is upon us. 

We will be doing those things in my 
house, just like we do every year, so I 
know that those preparations can be ex¬ 
citing. Unfortunately, they can also feel 
depressing or burdensome. Worst of all, 
they can distract us from the real mean¬ 
ing of Christmas. 

Many Churches celebrate Advent as 
an alternative to the frenzy that can con¬ 
sume us and our culture at this time of 
year. The word “advent” means “arrival.” 

During Advent, we prepare ourselves for 
the arrival of our Lord, which we celebrate on Christ¬ 
mas morning. We prepare ourselves to encounter 
God who comes to us as an infant in a poor family 
taking shelter in a manger. We prepare ourselves to 
meet the One who really is the reason for the season. 

The preparation of Advent is quite different than 
the preparation that typically goes on all around 
us. During Advent, we ask ourselves the question, 
are we fully ready for God to come into our lives, 
to transform us and our world? For most of us, the 
honest answer is, “not really.” That is why we need 


to prepare ourselves. 

How we prepare is trickier. But for most people, 
that preparation requires us to slow down even if 
we feel the pressure to do more and more. Advent 
preparation requires us to spend time 
on spiritual disciplines like prayer and 
Bible study even when we feel like we do 
not have any time to give to God. Advent 
preparation requires us to pause and to 
reflect on our lives. And as we become 
aware of those things in our lives that 
separate us from God, we are called to 
repent. 

The Christmas season should be fun, 
of course. But we sometimes get so car¬ 
ried away with the fun that we lose sight 
of the deeper and more enduring joy 
that comes when we receive the glad tidings that 
our Savior is born. My prayer for us all, during these 
weeks of Advent, is that we can find time to focus 
on Jesus Christ and his will for us, no matter what 
else is happening in our lives. If we can do that, we 
will have a holy Advent. And then, having prepared 
ourselves, we will have a very merry Christmas.

WESTFIELD — It was a diffi¬ 
cult way to finish the cross-coun¬ 
try season, on frigid cold day 
and on a snow-packed, slippery 
course, but the Agawam runners 
came away pleased with their re¬ 
sults at the state championship 
meet Nov. 18 at Stanley Park. 

In the boys competition, Jason 
Beaver closed out his stellar high 
school cross-country career with 
his best finish in his three trips to 
the state meet. He was the sixth 
finisher from Western Mass, to 
cross the line, taking 74th place 
overall. It was an outstanding sea¬ 
son for Beaver, who was undefeat¬ 
ed in dual meets.

they share is taking a high number of 
advanced placement (AP) and honors 
courses. 

Deserving seniors receive their 
award each fall so it can be includ¬ 
ed with their college applications. 
MASS awardees have distinguished 
themselves with academic excellence 
throughout high school. NSDC recipi¬ 
ents have consistently pursued a high 
level of academic effort and are posi¬ 
tive role models for other students. 

Surprised and ecstatic 

“I’ve always been interested in 
genuinely learning the material be¬ 
ing taught,” said Erin Dustin, who 
was “surprised and ecstatic” when 
she learned about her MASS award.

Computer programing is his first 
career choice, so he’s considering 
studying computer science at a lo¬ 
cal college. Psychology is his second 
career choice, said Goudreau who 
added that his teachers gave him 
“great advice” for pursuing his ca¬ 
reer choices. 

He’s a member of the honor soci¬ 
eties for social studies and Spanish, 
as well as several clubs, such as the 
Model Congress, and the Chess and 
the Computer and Video clubs. 

Goudreau has been rewarded 
with many academic achievement 
awards as a junior and senior, in¬ 
cluding an award for a perfect MCAS 
math score. He’s volunteered at 
Smart Start Preschool since 2015 for 
its annual cleaning week and annual 
autism awareness event. 

Maraya Sanderson said her son 
works very hard and has always tak¬ 
en academics very seriously: “He al¬ 
ways puts 110 percent effort into his 
education.” Added his father, Don¬ 
ald Goudreau, “Tim’s always been 
very intelligent.” 

Shocked but delighted 

Adam Krafcik said the NSDC 
award highlights his hard work 
throughout high school. 

“It’s a summation of all my 
achievements,” he said. Krafcik 
was shocked, and then delighted, to 
learn he would receive the award. 

The best lesson learned from his 
teachers: always apply yourself, no 
matter the situation. “It’s something 
that’s prepared me for life after high 
school and taught me the impor¬ 
tance of reaching my full potential.” 

Krafcik hopes to attend a re¬ 
search university or a small liberal 
arts college to major in chemistry, 
his favorite subject. His goal is to 
become a chemical engineer or a pe¬ 
diatrician. 


President of the Peer-Peer Tutor¬ 
ing and the Science clubs, Krafcik 
is also treasurer of the Future Med¬ 
ical Career Club and a member of 
the Chemistry Olympiad Team. He 
captains the indoor and outdoor 
boys track and field teams, performs 
community service work through 
the NHS and tutors students outside 
of school. 

He balances academics and ex¬ 
tracurricular activities by taking 
one step at a time. “That way I don’t 
overwhelm myself and I’m able to 
effectively go through my schedule.” 

Maria and Kevin Krafcik have 
“humongous pride” for their son’s 
achievements. “This award shows he 
has the respect of his peers, teachers, 
and administrators,” said his mother. 

‘Incredible accomplishment’ 

Justin Salva has spent four years 
achieving high grades in all his 
classes, especially honors and AP 
courses. He called his NSDC award 
an “incredible accomplishment.” 

“I was happy to have achieved 
something prestigious and meaning¬ 
ful,” said Salva. He’s applied to several 
colleges and wants to major in envi¬ 
ronmental science or conservation 
biology to pursue a career goal as a 
natural conservation researcher. 

Although his teachers have pre¬ 
pared him for the rigors of college 
and life after college, Salva hopes his 
award will showcase to colleges his 
sense of commitment, understand¬ 
ing of academic subjects, and “lead¬ 
ership prowess.” 

The leader of the flute section in 
the marching band’s wind ensemble, 
Salva also sings in two of the school’s 
choral groups. He recently began tu¬ 
toring flute students afterschool. 

Salva works seasonally at Six 
Flags of New England and has done 
community service projects at a 
Westfield church. “I love the work 
I do with the community. I’m hap¬ 
py knowing I’ve done something to 
make this world a better place.” 

Diane and Edmund Salva said 
they’re “extremely excited” about 
their son’s award. “We’ve stressed the 
importance of being polite, compas¬ 
sionate, and trying your best — at 
work, studying for a test, playing mu¬ 
sic, or being a friend to somebody,” 
said his father.

Maintenance Department has been looking into what 
issues on the roof exterior may be contributing to the 
issue and determine where the leaks are coming from. 
It has not impacted the operations of the library and 
she said everything is safe for patrons. 

“We’re fine with the public,” she said. “It’s not like 
part of the roof caved in, but it is something that needs 
to be addressed.” 

Mayor William Sapelli said he is looking into free 
cash transfer options to fund roof repairs, which will 
require City Council approval. He told the council earli¬ 
er this month that the town has more than $14 million 
in free cash — unexpended money from previous years’ 
budgets — available. 

A project estimate is still being gathered but Sapelli 
said the library is expected to need more than a simple 
patch job, and will likely involve replacing a portion of 
the roof. He expects the cost to be in the hundreds of 
thousands, an expense that was foreseen when the City 
Council passed this year’s capital budget last spring. 

“When we did the budget, we didn’t see the need [of 
the library],” Sapelli said. “It needs to be fixed.” 

The roof is not the only town building that needs 
emergency maintenance help. A boiler at Phelps School 
broke down last week and the Junior High School also 
needs a boiler replaced. It’s expected that each boiler 
will cost between $75,000 to $100,000 to remove the old 
ones and install new replacements, according to Sapel¬ 
li. 

The Agawam Municipal Golf Course and the De¬ 
partment of Public Works buildings both have air con¬ 
ditioning units that need repairs. Sapelli said the golf 
course job will be approximately $60,000 and the DPW 
is most likely going to be in the six-figure range. 

“You have to have an engineer, design, equipment,” 
he explained. “That’s a big area [the DPW unit] is taking 
care of there.” 

The DPW air conditioning broke down in the middle 
of August. Building Maintenance Superintendent Doug 
White procured portable units for each office to get by 
while a bid package is worked on. 

“It did mitigate some of the heat, but not complete¬ 
ly,” said Public Works Superintendent Chris Golba. “It’s 
a large enough project that it has to be bid, not just for 
the work but also the materials, because it’s essentially 
a complete replacement of the existing units.” 

Sapelli will also be looking to get a free cash transfer 
for road projects in the spring. The town has exhaust¬ 
ed its Chapter 90 state funding, including $161,505 in 
bonus funding it received in October, and budgeted 
road funds. The bonus funding was used to complete 
projects on Robin Ridge Drive, high Meadow Road and 
Beech Hill Road. 

“We were so aggressive,” Sapelli said. “We need a free 
cash transfer to do more work [in April, May and June].” 

Prior to the Phelps School boiler breaking down 
last week, Sapelli was planning to request $500,000 for 
sidewalks and $500,000 for streets. He said the num¬ 
bers may be adjusted down due to the additional boiler 
expense cropping up, but his focus is on continuing to 
make improvements in the community. 

“People can see their money being spent on getting 
things done,” he said. “We’re getting improvements 
done.”
